Club Hits the “Gutty’—Upright Swing Has Displaced 
Several of the Old-Time Theories.

In getting length at golf what 
counts is the speed at which the 
club's head is traveling at the mo- 
ment of impact. Any one who 
thinks that he can get quicker ac- 
tion by trying “to sweep” the ball 
away than he can by hitting it 
should bear in mind the incredi- 
bly brief period during which the 
ball and the club remain in con- 
tact during a real drive. 

This has been estimated by Prof. 
Boys, the famous British physicist, 
to be not more than one ten thou- 
sandth of a second, which to put 
it mildly, is a somewhat “nifty” 
pace for sweeping. It would look 
somewhat hurried with a broom. 

It seems probable that this 
idea of ‘‘sweeping”™ the ball away 
originated in the old days when 
the flat swing was in vogue. At 
that time the left arm was kept 
fairly straight and the right elbow 
was tucked into the ribs, both very 
bad faults in the modern upright 
swing used by most of the great 
players of the day, including Var- 
don. 

It is obvious to anyone with a 


rudimentary knowledge of anato- 
my that in golf, as in baseball, 
comparatively little speed comes 
out of the shoulder joint It isa 


point whereon the action hinges. 

Much of the force and moment- 
um come, of course, from the 
body, but the major portion of the 
speed in the modern golf drive 
comes, as in pitching at baseball, 
from the inflexing of the elbow 
joint, plus the amazingly rapid 
turn of the forearm. 

Thus it will be seen 
man, using the modern 
swing, tries to graft onto it the 
characteristics of the old, flat 
stroke he must lose speed, for, if 
his right elbow is already up 
against his ribs at the start of the 
downward swing, it is evident 
that it cannot go much further.

Thomas E. Reynolds, Known 
as Gambler, Had Been Sus- | 
pected of Burning Opera |

DAYTONA, Flia., June 11.—Lor- 
illard Reynolds,better known in New 
York as Thomas E. Reynolds, was 
attacked in his home at Sea Breeze 
| Thursday night, shot over the heart 
and so severely beaten that he is in | 
danger of death. It ts alleged that! 
those who attacked him belong to) 
the Ku Klux Klan, or posed as’ 
members. 

A fire last week destroyed the op- 
era house which Reynolds owned or} 
leased, and several cottages at Sea 
Breeze, a resort near here. Reynolds’ | 
assailants, after they had shot and | 
beaten him, put him in a motor car, 
drove to Ormond, five’ miles away, 
and threw him into a yard, where he 
was found and taken home. Many' 
of the attacking party are known 
and arrests are expected. 

Reynolds came to Daytona more 
than a year ago. By permission of 
the Circuit Court of Volusia County, 
Fla., Thomas L. Reynolds changed 
his name to Lorillard Reynolds soon 
after his arrival here. 

Reynolds’ threatened enterprise 
failed and he had planned to turn 
the building into apartments, taking 
out heavy insurance. But on the 
night of June 3 the opera house was 
burned, destroying a number of 
houses with ft. It is said neighbors 
suspected Reynolds atarted the fire. 

Reynolds had made an appoint- 
ment with a real estate agent to con- 
sider the purchase of the property, 
and at the corner six masked men, 
who drove up in two automobiles, 
covered them with revolvers. The 
real estate agent was told to run and 
keep his mouth shut, and when he 
looked behind him to see Reynolds 
struggling with them a shot was 
fired after him. 

The present theory is that while 
the men were beating Reynolds a 
gun was accidentally discharged, 
wounding him in the lung. 

Residents of the neighborhood say 
strange men have been lounging near 
the opera house ruins every evening 
recently, with their cars parked in 
the shadows. It is believed that tho 
attack had been planned for some 
days.

Detec- | 
tive McQuade, posing as a lumber) 
millionaire, had lost $250 playing 
roulette there. The raid followed. 
The detectives said they found 
some interesting papers there, in- 
cluding a number of visiting cards | 
inscribed, “His Excellency, Hon. | 
Thomas L. Reynolds.” 

A polite note wag found on sta- | 
tlonery bearing the crest of Buck- | 
ingham Palace and signed by one of | 
King George's under-secretaries. | 
The note ran: ‘I am directed by his 
majesty to acknowledge the receipt

of the letter containing your good 
wishes.’ 
Other lettera showed that Rey- 


nolds was eager to enter English so- 
ciety.

This t« 
true of all infants, the well ones and 
the sick ones, but the delicate infan’ 
is most easily upset by the wrong 
kind of food, wrong method of
